ACTION CALL ON 
BANK CLOSURES

COMMUNITIES will suffer and 
businesses will be put at risk if 
the rules over allowing the last 
bank in a town to close con¬ 
tinue, politicians have warned. 

The warnings come as a public meet¬ 
ing is due to be held tonight (Thurs¬ 
day) to discuss the shock announce¬ 
ment that HSBC will close its branch 
in Chirk - the town’s only bank. 

The announcement follows confirmation late 
last year HSBC will also be closing its branches 
in Llanfyllin and Llanfair Caereinion, which in 
each case are again the last remaining banks in 
the towns. Banking bosses failed to commit to a 
policy of ensuring the last bank in a community 
remained open despite Government negotia¬ 
tions last year. 

Instead, banks agreed to rules setting out a 
series of steps they must take before closing 
branches. Susan Elan Jones, Labour MP for 
Clwyd South, said: “We’ve seen bank after bank 
close and yes, of course it’s the fault of HSBC, 
but also the Government. The local banks are 
really saying go to Wrexham or Oswestry, but 
for some people that’s not possible. 

Action 

“While I will of course meet with HSBC and 
present any petitions or other representations 
from town and community councils in Parlia¬ 
ment, I think we have to recognise that what 
is needed here is co-ordinated national action. 

“If the Government doesn’t act now, our small 
town and village high streets will suffer even 
more than they have so far.” 

Chirk businesses owners say the loss of the 
bank will have a devastating effect on the town, 
with a petition being started at M G Hughes 
Fruit and Veg shop. Julia Glover, who owns The 
Hair Shop on Colliery Road, said: “Chirk is sup¬ 
posed to be classed as a town, so how can we 
not have a bank?” Keeley Parkinson of the Milk 
Bar cafe on Church Street next door to the bank 
said: “It will slow business down and could kill 
the town. It’s going to be a nightmare for us and 
we’ll go to Oswestry instead. We don’t have a 
card machine as it’s easier for people to pay by 
getting change from the bank next door.” 

HSBC is writing to customers advising them 
of the closures and making staff available to talk 
through alternative ways of banking. Staff from 
Chirk will be transferred to other branches. The 
branch will close on April 8, as will the HSBC 
bank in nearby Ruabon. 

A public meeting is due to be held at the Par¬ 
ish Hall in Chirk at 7pm this evening to discuss 
the closure. A meeting is also due to be held in 
Ruabon tomorrow. Simon Baynes, Welsh Con¬ 
servative Assembly candidate for Clwyd South, 
said: “We are pleased to be working with people 
locally in both communities in organising these 
public meetings which will give an opportunity 
to local residents and businesses to express their 
worries.”

Records book to change after twins’ challenge

THE Guinness Book of Records is having to 
change a record in its latest edition after it 
was challenged by twins from Welshpool. 

Sisters Heidi Gannon and Jo Baines were 
both born on September 23, 1976 but ended 
up being born in different countries with 
Heidi being born at 9am at Welshpool Hos¬ 
pital and Jo following at 10.45am after their 
mother was transferred to the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital due to complications. 

So it came as a shock last week when Hei¬ 
di’s 11-year-old son W illi am was reading the 
Guinness Book of Records when he noticed an 
entry about twins born in 2012 who suppos¬ 
edly held the record for being the first set born 
in different countries. 

According to the book, Dylan and Hannah 


Fox hold the record for being the first twins 
born in different countries in 2012, with 
Dylan born in Northumberland, England, and 
Hannah born in Scotland, having required 
more specialist care following complications. 

Surprised by the entry, the sisters contacted 
the Guinness Book of Records to inform them 
the Fox twins were not the first to be born 
in different countries, and little more than a 
week later they have had a response. 

Dr Nancy Segal, the consultant who pro¬ 
duced the twin piece that appeared in the 
2016 edition, has apologised and has said the 
piece will be corrected. 

Youngest twin Jo said she was pleased with 
the news. 

She said: “This is more than we expected or 


really wanted.” She said their main concern 
was that it was not correct and was surprised 
that the Guinness Book of Records hadn’t 
done the research fully as the twins hit the 
headlines at the time in a number of national 
newspapers as well as the Chronicle’s sister 
paper the Shropshire Star. 

Jo said despite having a normal pregnancy 
throughout, their mum Carol Munro didn’t 
know she was carrying two babies. 

Jo said: “Heidi was born and then they re¬ 
alised I was on the way. 

“Mum was rushed to Shrewsbury due to 
complications and I ended up spending time 
in intensive care after a forceps delivery for 
four days then we both stayed in hospital for 
another six days after that.”

Homes evacuated 
after flash floods 
damage properties 

RESIDENTS have been left counting 
the cost after their homes were damaged 
when heavy rain hit the Oswestry area. 

The “freak flash” of rain saw homes 
evacuated and firefighters spend around 
five hours tackling flooding at properties 
in Prince’s Terrace in Ruyton-XI-Towns 
on Tuesday night. 

Crews from Oswestry and Baschurch 
were dispatched to the scene, with pumps 
required to clear the properties. 

The fire service was initially called at 
around 8.40pm with an ambulance also 
providing help after an elderly man was 
found in one of the properties. 

The man was rescued from the top floor 
of his home, as he needed manoeuvring 
down a tight staircase. 

Fire crews also tackled a spate of other 
flash flooding incidents late on Tuesday. 
Oswestry factory Traditional Products 
was flooded at around 11.30pm. 

One fire crew from Oswestry attended 
the incident and used sandbags to divert 
what they described as “large scale flood¬ 
ing” to a nearby culvert. 

Meanwhile, a woman and two chil¬ 
dren became stranded after their car got 
stuck in flood water at Weston Rhyn near 
Oswestry. They managed to free them¬ 
selves from the vehicle before firefighters 
arrived. They were treated at the scene 
for cold and shock after getting stuck at 
about 7pm on Tuesday.

COUNCIL 

No reduction in 
councillor posts 

THE Welsh Government will not reduce 
the number of county councillors in 
Powys, it has been announced. 

Already in financial crisis, Powys 
County Council was depending on cutting 
its expenses bill through the recommen¬ 
dation to reduce councillors from 73 to 64. 

But the Welsh Government has now 
said that electoral reviews carried out by 
the Local Democracy and Boundary Com¬ 
mission for Wales in nine areas will not be 
implemented. 

The decision means that the council 
will have to find an additional £175,000 a 
year from April 2017 until at least 2020.

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Medical practices 'could 
close' warns health chief 

New cycle racks installed in town centre

MEDICAL practices could close 
as increasing workloads mount 
pressure on already stretched 
doctors, a health chief has 
warned. 

Dr Ian Rummens said general prac¬ 
tice in Shropshire and across England 
and Wales is in a state of crisis due to 
recruitment problems and ever grow¬ 
ing workloads, causing high stress lev¬ 
els among medical professionals. 

Dr Rummens, who is secretary of Shrop¬ 
shire Local Medical Committee and a 
partner at Cambrian Medical Centre in 
Oswestry, said many doctors are retiring 
as early as 50 or leaving GP practice, and 
not enough are being recruited to take 
their places. He said: “It’s a combination of 
workload and pressure on general practice. 

“Another problem is the number of grad¬ 
uates in general practice has fallen. There 
used to be such competition, whereas now 
when medical students are interviewed 
they may not be interested in general prac¬ 
tice or if they are they are, they are looking 
to go overseas, for example in New Zealand, 
Australia, Canada. It’s the situation in gen¬ 
eral practice today I’m afraid.” 

Dr Rummens said current statistics re¬ 
veal that 35 per cent of GPs intend to retire 
in the next couple of years. “All it takes is 
for someone to retire or go off sick and that 
practice is then destabilised and struggles 
to cope with the workload,” he said. 

The GP pointed to the closure of medical 
practices in Machynlleth and Llanwrtyd 
Wells in Mid Wales as a sign of what was 
to come. 

He said: “We can see that a crisis is com¬ 
ing. A couple of practices have been close to 
closing in Shropshire but haven’t yet, but 
it’s going to happen in the next 12 months. 
This isn’t just a Shropshire problem, this 
is nationwide. 

“Let’s say for example my practice folds 
tomorrow, that’s 12,000 people who no 
longer have a GP which then ramps up 
pressure on the surrounding surgeries.” 

According to Dr Rummens, a number of 
factors have added to GPs workload includ¬ 
ing an increase in the number of frail and 
elderly people with long term conditions 
and an increase in transferring work from 
hospitals to general practices. 

Dr Rummens gravely warned that “fun¬ 
damental changes” need to be made in 
order to remedy the situation. 


OSWESTRY is becoming more cycle-friend¬ 
ly after new bike racks were installed in the 
town centre. 

The racks have been put in after calls for 
more secure places to leave cycles. 

Oswestry’s Deputy Mayor Councillor 
Paul Milner said: “It’s really to encourage 
people to bike into town rather than use 
their cars. 

“They can then leave them in secure 
places which are covered by the town’s 
CCTV. 

“Also we had some racks before, but they 
were only in groups of up to three, which 


was no good if you want to cycle in with 
your family. 

“If people want to bike into town now 
they don’t have to worry about making 
sure their bikes will be safe or having some¬ 
where to leave them. 

“We’re trying to get a cycling route 
around Oswestry and when they come into 
town they should be able to put their bikes 
in a secure position.” 

“The cycle racks we had before I don’t 
think were in the right position. 

“They weren’t secure and they weren’t 
under CCTV, and bikes are expensive.” 


The new racks have been put in outside 
the town’s market hall on the Bailey Head 
as well as in the Central Car Park. 

There are eight sets of racks, providing 
space for 16 cycles to be secured. 

Members of Oswestry Town Council were 
asked to look into providing more cycle 
racks around the town in September. 

The suggestion was met with approval 
from all members, with several giving ex¬ 
amples of times they had met cyclists in 
the town who had asked for better places to 
leave their bikes in a safe place in Oswestry 
town centre.

The hillfort hug will take place 
from 1pm on Valentine’s Day, ending 
with a procession along the ramparts 
with lights and drums. 

Diana Baur, who is helping to or¬ 
ganise the hug, said: “If hillfort hug- 
gers, adults and children, would like 
to make a home-made drum and a 
simple light to carry at the hug pro¬ 
cession, we will be running workshops 
at Hermon Chapel in early February.

Last year’s event attracted more 
than 450 people. 

Misuse of bridge 
will be reported 

RESIDENTS in a village say they 
will take action after a lorry was seen 
crossing a fragile bridge. 

Llandrinio bridge has been given 
a weight restriction after being dam¬ 
aged in the recent floods. 

Resident Tim Heeley said he spot¬ 
ted a lorry crossing the village’s dam¬ 
aged bridge, despite a 7.5tonne weight 
restriction being in place due to safety 
concerns. 

He said he will be reporting the in¬ 
cident to police after taking down the 
vehicle’s registration number. 

The bridge was closed just before 
Christmas with concerns that it may 
collapse, but reopened a few days 
later to lighter vehicles after stringent 
checks. 

Powys County Council engineers 
are continuing to monitor the bridge, 
which straddles the River Severn and 
provides a vital link for cross-border 
traffic. 


FIREFIGHTERS worked through the 
night to help residents after being 
called to what has been described as a 
“freak occurrence” of flash flooding in 
a village near Oswestry. 

Properties in Prince’s Terrace in 
Ruyton-XI-Towns were swamped by 
the water. 

Fire crews were called out on Tues¬ 
day evening and used pumps to clear 
the water, with the crews completing 


their efforts at around 2am yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

Incident commander Guy Williams 
said residents had said they hadn’t 
seen such a “freak occurrence” of 
weather in 50 years. 

Mr Williams said water which had 
come off the fields into roads had 
caused the problems. 

He said the water had gone straight 
through the courtyard of the terrace, 


through the terrace and into the prop¬ 
erties. 

“We had to get into six properties 
and isolate their power, and then ad¬ 
vise residents to move out or upstairs 
while we assessed the rising water,” 
he said. 

Firefighters had to divert water, 
using two pumps - a light pump was 
set up in the field, while the main 
pump was at the end of the terrace.

He said: “Residents will now be 
looking to get insurance out assessing 
the damage. I know some residents 
were making other arrangements to 
leave their homes while this was hap¬ 
pening.” Mr Williams said the high 
volume of calls kept the fire service 
busy and having to prioritise calls. 

Police also attended and reported 
that flood water was three feet deep 
in places. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 

Councillors at 
centre of probe 

THREE councillors have been re¬ 
ferred to the Ombudsman following 
comments allegedly made at a Royal 
British Legion club meeting. 

Estelle Bleivas, Heather Chave 
and Hazel Evans could face an in¬ 
vestigation following an assessment 
of the complaint. It has been claimed 
Welshpool town councillors broke the 
authority’s code of conduct. The com¬ 
plaint to the ombudsman stems from 
a meeting of the Welshpool branch of 
the Royal British Legion in Novem¬ 
ber. A Public Services Ombudsman 
for Wales spokesman said: “I can con¬ 
firm the Ombudsman has received a 
complaint against three Welshpool 
town councillors - Councillor Estelle 
Bleivas, Councillor Heather Chave 
and Councillor Hazel Evans - con¬ 
cerning whether they have breached 
the council’s code of conduct. The 
complaint will now be assessed before 
a decision is taken on whether the 
matter should be investigated.” None 
of the councillors nor the RBL club 
were available for comment. 

Old leisure centre 
to be redeveloped 

OSWESTRY’S former leisure centre 
is set for redevelopment after a hous¬ 
ing organisation confirmed it is look¬ 
ing to build on the site. 

The centre on College Road closed 
in 2011 when it was replaced by a 
new facility on Shrewsbury Road. The 
Wrekin Housing Trust has now con¬ 
firmed it is looking to develop the site. 

Since closing the site has been 
plagued by problems including fires, 
break-ins and fly tipping. Police 
warned people to stay away from the 
site in 2014 amid fears the building 
had been used by people sleeping 
rough or by children playing. 

Arsonists were blamed for a fire 
in the building after rubbish was set 
alight, causing smoke damage. And 
last year parents were asked to warn 
their children about the dangers of 
playing in empty buildings after a 
number of incidents in which children 
were found inside the old centre. 

Crews attend blaze 

A HOME suffered smoke damage fol¬ 
lowing a fire which started in a first 
floor bedroom. 

It happened in a house in Hillside, 
Oswestry, at about 6pm on Saturday. 

Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service 
said two other bedrooms, stairs and 
the upper floor were all damaged by 
smoke. 


Farmer Bryan used to 
seeing swamped fields

FARMER Bryan Edwards admits 
allowing himself a wry smile 
when David Cameron announced 
farmers could be paid to allow 
farmland to be flooded to save 
towns downstream of rivers. 

For ever since he and his family 
moved to Pool Farm at Melverley near 
Oswestry his fields have often lain 
flooded as part of the Severn flood * 
plain, allowing the control of the vol¬ 
ume of water going through Shrews¬ 
bury and beyond. 

But he and other farmers haven’t had a 
penny compensation. 

This week his fields will have been under 
water for seven weeks, as rain belt after 
rain belt has crossed Britain in one of the 
wettest and warmest winters on record. 

Mr Edwards says the flooded fields are 
part of the annual routine - is the time of 
year when the fields lay ‘rested’. 

But the flooding does cause issues, espe¬ 
cially if it continues for an extended period. 

His beef cattle remain inside during the 
winter months, not let out onto the grass 
until April, so crops are not getting ruined. 

He said: “This is the longest the floods 
have remained for many years. Usually 
after two or three weeks it drains back into 
the Severn through the flood gates at Pen- 
tre.” As a parish councillor and chairman of 
the Melverley Internal Drainage Board Mr 
Edwards and colleagues campaigned long 
and hard for improvements to the drainage 
system. They were able to see the ‘argaes’ 

- man made flood defences dating back to 
the 18th century - built higher and also get 
new outlet gates that allow water back into 
the river.

Complaints 
made over 
rally driving 

POLICE have been asked to speak to or¬ 
ganisers of an international rally event 
held after reports of race cars driving dan¬ 
gerously on the roads. 

The Wales Rally GB took place in No¬ 
vember, with 78 cars competing in the in¬ 
ternational rally and 88 crews contesting 
the national event. On the Friday evening 
drivers on the A483 between Welshpool and 
Chirk found themselves in illustrious com¬ 
pany as the cars headed up the trunk road 
to the RallyFest stage at Chirk Castle. 

But police said they have now received 
complaints about the behaviour of the rally 
drivers on the roads. 

PC Kate Le’Clere, who covers Weston 
Rhyn, said she was aware that there had 
been issues with reports of dangerous driv¬ 
ing by the competition cars. 

“I was told of an apparent incident dur¬ 
ing the rally when a rally car overtook on 
the Chirk Bank canal bridge - which is a 
dangerous blind bend. 

“If I get the opportunity to speak with 
event organisers this year, I will certainly 
mention it,” she said. 

Drivers also complained about the way 
the rally cars were driven on the A483 as 
they overtook queues of traffic. 

Margaret Hall, from Bronygarth Road, 
Weston Rhyn, said: “I know they’re sup¬ 
posed to be some of the best drivers in the 
world, but that doesn’t mean they can drive 
like idiots on the road. 

“They should still stick to speed limits 
and be careful in traffic.” 


Ms Rudd. If the applications are approved it 
- could lead to a power line being put in from 
Lower Frankton near Oswestry to Cefn 
Coch in Montgomeryshire. 

Pylons would be installed through the 
countryside to carry most of the line. 

But Mr Davies said: “I can understand 
the concern of those opposed to multiple 
wind farms in Mid Wales and the proposed 
massive power line from North Shropshire 
to Cefn Coch in Montgomeryshire about 
the current position. 

“No decision has yet been taken about 
whether to re-open the public inquiry, 
which will add further to the delay, and 
greatly to costs - which will eventually be 
borne by energy users. 

“Personally, I’m relaxed about this. The 
previous inspector actually recommended 
approval and perhaps a new inspector 
might be persuaded to recommend refusal. 

“It’s important that no possible excuse 
can remain for these absolutely determined 
developers to continue with their terrifying 
threats to Mid Wales.” 

After the Carnedd Wen and Llanbryn- 
mair proposals were refused, the developers 
decided to seek a judicial review into the 
process by which time the decisions were 
reached. 

The secretary of state considered the po¬ 
sition and judged that the best way forward 
was to quash the decisions and reconsider 
them. 

“It’s important to understand the actual 
status of these two developments,” Mr 
Davies added. 

“They were part of the conjoined public 
inquiry into five wind farms plus a 132kv 
power line which took place over nine 
months from 2013 to 2014 and were re¬ 
fused by the secretary of state in Septem¬ 
ber 2015. 

“Such controversial decisions must be 
dealt with scrupulously fairly and as trans¬ 
parently as possible,” Mr Davies said. 

“I accept that the secretary of state must 
give full consideration to these two applica¬ 
tions. I also hope that after due considera¬ 
tion she will come to the same decision as 
she did in September.”

Mr ap Gwynfor said: “The community served by this bank will be reeling from the news 
that HSBC is planning to close its branch there.

Hearing is 
told of sex 
allegations 

NEW evidence suggests a teenage army 
recruit found dead more than 20 years 
ago was being sexually exploited by senior 
ranks shortly before she died, a hearing 
has been told. 

Lawyers representing the family of Pri¬ 
vate Cheryl James, whose parents live near 
Llanymynech, want the scope of a new in¬ 
quest into the 18-year-old’s death at the 
Deepcut Barracks in 1995 to be widened to 
take account of new testimony which they 
said sheds new light on her state of mind. 

Alison Foster QC, representing the teen¬ 
ager’s family, told a pre-inquest hearing at 
Woking Coroner’s Court on Monday they 
have material suggesting Cheryl “may have 
been sexually coerced or raped the night 
before, or before the time of her death”. 

Pte James, 18, was found with a bullet 
wound to her head in November 1995 when 
she was undergoing initial training at the 
Surrey barracks. 

She was one of four soldiers who died at 
the barracks between 1995 and 2002 amid 
claims of bullying and abuse. 

A fresh inquest was ordered into Pte 
James’s death after High Court judges 
quashed an open verdict recorded in De¬ 
cember 1995. 

It is due to start in Woking on February

Coroner Brian Barker QC said he would 
make a written ruling on whether to widen 
the scope of the inquest in the next few 
weeks. 


What’s worse is that the bank 
cites increased online banking as one of 
their reasons for closing. 

“However only this week John Hackett, 
chief operating officer of HSBC in the UK, 
had to issue an apology because of internet 
failures in their banking system.” 

Jonathan Byrne, regional director of 
HSBC, said: “We have made this decision 
with great reluctance, but after a careful 
analysis of the branch’s commercial via¬ 
bility it was clear that it is no longer gen¬ 
erating the custom necessary to justify its 
continued operation. 

“Customer banking habits have changed 
dramatically in recent years, with many 
customers now using branches where they 
work or using the 24 hour convenience of 
telephone, mobile and internet banking. 
In response to these changing patterns 
we need to ensure that our branches are 
in the right locations and we invest in the 
development of our internet and mobile fa¬ 
cilities. Unfortunately that means that we 
sometimes have to close branches to ensure 
our network remains fit for purpose. 

“Our main priority will be to ensure that 
we are aware of any difficulties faced by our 
customers and that our customers’ banking 
needs will be catered for in the best possi¬ 
ble way. We will take steps to proactively 
contact customers who may have problems 
accessing alternative banking facilities. In 
these cases we will offer them one-to-one 
appointments to provide customers with 
advice and practical solutions, including 
training on phone and internet banking 
where appropriate. 

HSBC will also close its branches in Lla- 
nfyllin and Llanfair Caereinion on Feb¬ 
ruary 12. Councillor Peter Lewis, county 
councillor for Llanfyllin, said such closures 
were having a “devastating effect” on sur¬ 
rounding villages. He said: “Not only does a 
bank closure lead to increased distance and 
travel time to nearby branches, but many 
retail businesses say local spend follows 
banks to larger communities.” 


Action over canal pollution

WATER has been pumped into a section of 
a canal to tackle an issue with pollution. 

Environment Agency workers have been 
at Aston Locks along the Montgomery 
Canal, near Oswestry, to get oxygen back 
into the waterway after being alerted to fish 
in distress. 

The source of the pollution was traced 
back to a nearby farm. However, the cause 
remains unknown and an investigation has 
been launched. An Environment Agency 
spokeswoman said the fish were no longer 
in distress. 

She said: “The Environment Agency re¬ 
ceived a report on January 6 of fish in dis¬ 
tress due to a pollution incident stretching 
for one kilometre along the Montgomery 
Canal, near Oswestry. 


“Our teams immediately attended the 
site and began oxygenating the canal, which 
increases oxygen levels in the water for the 
fish and other aquatic life.” 

The spokeswoman added: “The source 
of the pollution has been traced back to a 
nearby farm and we are working with the 
landowner to stop any further waste from 
entering the canal.” 

The Canal & River Trust also assisted 
with the investigation. 

Helen Hall, of the Canal & River Trust, 
said: “Working with the Environment 
Agency, the trust is pumping water back 
into the canal to get oxygen back in the 
canal. 

“The Environment Agency is currently 
investigating the cause of the pollution.”

Just when it was looking like 
the heat was off his party Labour 
leader Jeremy Corbyn threw in 
what the cricket world would de¬ 
scribe as a “no-ball” by appoint¬ 
ing Emily Thornberry as Shadow 
Defence Secretary this week. It’s 
only just over a year since the Is¬ 
lington MP was forced to resign 
as Shadow Attorney General af¬ 
ter tweeting images of a white 
van parked outside a house 
draped with England flags which 
she hinted portrayed the peo¬ 
ple of Rochester. Even Labour’s 
then leader Ed Miliband said the 
tweet “conveyed a sense of dis¬ 
respect”. 

She certainly fell foul of the 
political “umpires” then but re¬ 
turned to the “crease” this week 
when Mr Corbyn returned a fa¬ 
vour - she was one of his back¬ 
ers in the leadership contest. 

To say the appointment of 
Ms Thornberry is controversial 
would be an understatement. 
A bit like saying Sir Geoffrey 
Boycott was an average bats¬ 
man. Her elevation to such lofty 
heights is as incredible as her 
own reaction has been. How 
many readers saw her being 
interviewed on TV? The lady 
admitted she had no idea what¬ 
soever as to why Mr Corbyn had 
chosen her for this most crucial 
role. But even Jeremy Corbyn 
must have been amazed when 
she bowled her next “googly” - 
claiming she had been made an 
honorary colonel while working 
as a legal representative at mil¬ 
itary court hearings. A human 
rights barrister before entering 
politics, she made the claim after 
senior military figures and MPs 
challenged her job credentials 
and she was accused of lacking 
any knowledge or experience 
of military matters.

Former MR Lembit faces 
up to next big challenge

LEMBIT Opik has already 
starred in a music video, taken 
part in a wrestling match and 
made television appearances 
on various reality shows since 
losing his seat in the 2010 Gen¬ 
eral Election. 

And now the former Montgomer¬ 
yshire MP is preparing to undergo 
serious facial surgery. 

The former politician is awaiting an 
operation to put right damage caused in 
a paragliding accident back in 1998. 

It is a big step for the 50-year-old, 
who jokes that the changes made to his 
face will make him look “like George 
Clooney”. 

Lembit, who was Montgomeryshire’s 
Member of Parliament from 1997 to 
2010, is now on his third career to date. 

He is currently the director of commu¬ 
nications and public affairs for the Mo¬ 
torcycle Action Group, a volunteer-led 
riders’ rights organisation that cam¬ 
paigns to protect and promote motorcy¬ 
cling and the interests and rights of all 
riders. 

A keen motorcyclist himself, he says 
he hopes to continue in his current role 
working with the group this year. 

He said: “I am very happy where I am. 

“I am enjoying the job and the chal¬ 
lenges. It is an interesting role. 

“I do miss Parliament but you have 
one life and I want to do as much as I can. 

“I lost my seat and that is fine - I 
would have liked to have been in Parlia¬ 
ment longer, but I have got to do a lot of 
things since. 

“I am very grateful for the amount of 



experience I have had. I have had three 
careers.” 

Lembit now bases himself in London, 
but says he continues to be drawn to 
Shropshire and Montgomeryshire and 
visits when he can. 

“I miss the peace and quiet and the 
beautiful countryside,” he said. “It still 
very much feels like home.” 

County Down-born Lembit became 
leader of the Welsh Liberal Democrats 
in 2001. 

Since then the politician has made 
a number of television appearances on 
shows like Have I Got news For You, 
I’m a Celebrity Get Me Out of Here , 
Loose Women and Come Dine With Me. 

“I would like to do more TV work, “ 
he added. 

“I have enjoyed the programmes I did 
- they were fun, 

“I don’t want to change the world; 


I just want to enjoy life. You have to 
remember the TV world isn’t real, but 
I do really enjoy doing TV and radio 
work.” 

In recent years he has also appeared 
in a pantomime, done stand-up comedy 
and even took part in a professional 
wrestling promotion. 

In 2012 he appeared at Welshpool 
Town Hall in front of hundreds of wres¬ 
tling fans. 

He had teamed up with Iestyn Rees 
to take on 18-stone Kade Callous and 
Bison Brody. 

But a side-crunching slam and a 
choke hold ended Lembit’s bout early, 
with the 20-minute match ending about 
15 minutes in. 

He was taken away by members of 
Llanfyllin St John Ambulance on oxy¬ 
gen with suspected broken ribs. 

Lembit is now preparing himself for 


his next immediate challenge - surgery 
to “put his wonky face right” after the 
paragliding accident in 1998 that saw 
him fall 80ft. 

During the accident on a Montgomer¬ 
yshire mountain, Lembit broke his back 
in 12 places, as well as his ribs, sternum 
and jaw. 

This month Lembit, who has had 
high-profile romances with one half of 
the Cheeky Girls and weather girl Sian 
Lloyd, will finally undergo a six-hour op¬ 
eration on the NHS after waiting more 
than four years. 

He said: “On April 13 1998 I had a 
near fatal accident where I broke my 
back in 12 places. 

“It made my face a lot more wonky 
and also affected how I ate. 

“I am having the operation because I 
can’t eat properly - not for cosmetic rea¬ 
sons. I have lost a lot of teeth. 

“My teeth are in such a state now that 
I can’t really eat anything that requires 
effort. 

“My teeth have been disintegrating 
and I am a slow eater. It got so bad I 
went to visit an expert who said my jaw 
needs to be re-set. 

“I am hoping it will be one operation 
and that I am only out for action for a 
few weeks. 

“It has got to be done. It is a small 
price to pay for my life being saved.” 

Lembit spoke of his debt to medics in 
Shropshire who treated him immedi¬ 
ately after the accident, adding: “I owe 
my life to the care I received after my 
accident. Staff at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital saved my life. 

“I also received fantastic care at the 
hospital in Gobowen. I can never praise 
the NHS enough. The NHS is excep¬ 
tional. 

“I am grateful I didn’t get any bigger 
problems. 

“I’m now looking forward to being 
able to eat without pain and hassle after 
my op.” Lembit will have his operation 
at London’s St Bartholomew’s Hospital 
at the end of this month. 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 


I write this column as travel¬ 
ling on Eurostar, en route for a 
briefing about EU perspective on 
energy/climate change issues in 
Brussels. I’ve no doubt discus¬ 
sions of this sort will become 
the dominant issue for all of us 
over the next few months as we 
approach the EU Referendum, 
probably sometime this summer. 
But today I feel the need to clar¬ 
ify where we are with wind farm 
and power cables in mid Wales 
and North Shropshire. There has 
been some concern following a 
recent Government announce¬ 
ment about two wind farm pro¬ 
posals. 

Let’s recap. Through 2013/14 
a huge ‘conjoined’ public inquiry 
was held in Welshpool to con¬ 
sider six appeals by wind farm 
developers against refusals of 
planning permission by Powys 
County Council. On September 
7, 2015, the UK Government 
effectively refused permission 
for all of them. Most develop¬ 
ers accepted this position, but 
two of them - in an act of utter 
determination to get their own 
way - sought judicial review of 
the decisions. The Secretary of 
State is determined to be seen 
as acting fairly and objectively 
and has agreed to reconsider 
the two decisions. This involves 
‘quashing’ the two original de¬ 
cisions. I share the Secretary of 
State’s commitment to transpar¬ 
ency and fairness. 

So what will happen now? It’s 
not yet wholly determined. At this 
stage we do not know whether 
the inquiry will be re-opened. I 
cannot see why the developers 
would want this, because the in¬ 
spector recommended approval 
of their proposals. 

It was the Secretary of State 
who refused them, against the 
inspector’s advice. I thought the 
inspector was wrong. He has 
now retired, and I’d be hopeful 
of persuading a new inspector 
to take a different view. But the 
Secretary of State may decide 
total transparency requires the 
widest possible reconsideration. 
We will have to await her view on 
this. 

Whatever the outcome of all 
this, we know that none of these 
wind farms will have access to 
any subsidy, which they have 
always been dependent on. Per¬ 
haps they are hoping for a more 
compliant government some¬ 
time in the future! We also know 
that they remain dependent on 
the Mid Wales Connection Pro¬ 
ject which has led to so much 
National Grid-inspired distress 
across our area. The inspector’s 
report remains the same. The 
facts before the Secretary of 
State remain the same. 

I am very hopeful the eventual 
decision will remain the same, 
and the terrible black cloud that 
has hung over Mid Wales for 
years will finally be blown away.

Plus minor injury units that are open 
now should take on as patients people who 
have been advised to go to them instead of 
A&E by their own doctors and consultants, 
irrespective if you are or are not in their 
health area. 

So keep both A&Es open for the safety of 
people needing a nearby A&E - not having 
to travel miles out of the area. 

Remember, time is of the essence.

For example, while the headline story 
indicates that the authority has done 
everything in its power to successfully 
prevent the demolition of The Stew in 
Frankwell, an inside item reports that on 
the other hand the planning committee 
through the adoption of the SAMdev plan 
is quite prepared to allow the residential 
development of a site which will seriously 
prejudice the setting of Oswestry Iron 
Age Hill Fort .While The Stew may be of 
some local historic interest, its value as a 
county heritage asset pales in comparison 
with Old Oswestry which is of national if 
not international significance. It is also an 
iconic landmark clearly visible to the many 
travellers passing by the town along the A5 
trunk road.

Crew called to 
tackle flat fire 

A FIRE broke out in a flat after a fry¬ 
ing pan was left unattended. 

Firefighters attended the small fire 
at a flat in Willow Street, Oswestry, 
shortly after midday yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

The fire happened in an elderly 
woman’s first floor flat after cooking 
was left unattended. Two crews from 
Oswestry were mobilised, who used 
breathing apparatus, a covering jet, 
hosereel jet and positive pressure ven¬ 
tilation to tackle the blaze. The crews 
left the scene shortly before 12.25pm. 
Adrian Bowen, Oswestry Fire Station 
crew manager, said the elderly woman 
was “fine” following the fire and was 
able to stay in her property. 

He said: “There was a slight haze 
of smoke but we managed to get the 
fire out on arrival. The lady was okay 
thankfully.” 

Mr Bowen also said the fire only 
caused a “small level of damage”. 

He added: “We just want to reit¬ 
erate the message to the people of 
Shropshire not to leave any cooking 
unattended.” 

School site could 
soon be on market 

A VILLAGE primary school which 
has been empty since it was closed in 
2012 could soon be sold by Shropshire 
Council. 

Maesbury School was shut as part 
of Shropshire Council cutbacks which 
saw several primary schools across the 
county close.

RESIDENTS in Welshpool would prefer 
to pay more council tax than lose services 
such as public toilets and car parks, a sur¬ 
vey has found. 

People said they would be happy to pay 
more each year if the area continued to 
enjoy public services. 

Welshpool Town Council carried out the 
survey as it bids to take on a number of 
services from cash-strapped Powys County 
Council. 

Services currently run by the town coun¬ 
cil include the town hall, markets, play¬ 
grounds, the country park, public toilets, 
the day centre, meals on wheels, tourist 
information, CCTV system and allotments. 

The town council is also responsible for 
events including the air show, carnival and 
Christmas lights. 

Welshpool town clerk Robert Robin¬ 
son said: “The financial position of Powys 
County Council has resulted in many cuts 
and reductions in services delivered by 
them. 

“The town council has been asked to 
consider taking over public services which 
resulted in this survey being carried out. 

“The survey was to identify which ser¬ 
vices are important and which should be 
taken over from the county council to ena¬ 
ble the town council to make informed de¬ 
cisions on future service delivery.” 

Of the services currently run by the town 
council, the survey revealed that residents 
felt the public toilets, CCTV, tourist infor¬ 
mation and day centre were the most im¬ 
portant. And there was wide support for 
the town council to take over the running 
of the car parks, street scene - which in¬ 
cludes street cleaning and litter bins - local 
bus services and recycling.

Drivers came 
to the aid of 
the victims of 
road tragedy 

TWO friends whose car hit a tree 
were dragged from the burning vehi¬ 
cle by other motorists. 

Philip Madden, 19, and Shane 
Vickers, 22, died from injuries they 
suffered in the impact. 

An inquest held in Ruthin yester¬ 
day (Wednesday) was told of a mys¬ 
tery car that was seen following the 
pair’s vehicle seconds before the crash 
but which fled the scene. Both griev¬ 
ing families and the coroner appealed 
for the driver of that car or anyone 
who may know of them to come for¬ 
ward. Mr Madden, of Northwood, and 
Mr Vickers from Cambrian View, Bet- 
tisfield, died following the crash which 
happened on the A495 near Broning- 
ton on October 30, 2014. 

Mr Vickers grew up in Oswestry 
before moving to Bettisfield when 
he was seven. Coroner John Gittins 
played CCTV footage showing what 
he said was almost definitely Mr Mad¬ 
den’s Corsa followed by another small 
car. 

Mr Gittins said: “As a coroner and 
as a father I am utterly appalled that 
no one has come forward to police to 
give an explanation to what happened. 
That they do not have the courage to 
explain to the families what happened 
is beyond me.” 

Mr Gittins concluded both men died 
as a result of a road traffic collision. 

He praised brave motorists who 
stopped and pulled the injured men 
out of the burning car. 

The inquest heard evidence from 
Andrew Frost who came across the 
crash as he was returning home from 
playing for Hodnet Football Club in a 
match in Oswestry. Mr Frost, another 
driver Ralph Reynolds, and other 
members of the football team, got the 
men out of the car.

Figures reveal level of 
area's vobbish behaviour

VERBAL attacks, harassment, 
intimidation and threatening be¬ 
haviour are at the root of Powys’s 
most common complex antiso¬ 
cial behaviour cases, according 
to new figures. 

Of 46 new cases being handled by a 
service to tackle repeat or complicat¬ 
ed cases of anti-social behaviour and 
those which affect vulnerable people, 
25 were in this category. 

Some were resolved after letters were 
sent to perpetrators, and local organisa¬ 
tions such as housing associations agreed 
to tackle others. 

In one case a man from Powys who felt 
trapped in his own home was eventually 
rehoused. The man, whose name has not 
been released, was being upset by large 
groups of rowdy people who inflicted dam¬ 
age on his home, antisocial behaviour and 
driving and noise nuisance. 

Staff at Dyfed-Powys ASB Service helped 
him with regular visits and discussed his 
concerns with a community support officer, 
police constable, council housing officers 
and others. 

The outcome was the offer of a council 
home in a different local area which al¬ 
lowed him to feel a lot more safe and secure 
in his new home. The statistics - for July to 
Septemberlast year - have been released by 
Grwp Gwalia who provide the ASB service 
on behalf of police and crime commissioner 
Christopher Salmon.

AN unusual display of eastern European pots has been drawing visitors to an exhibition. 

But rather than being imported from the continent, the pots have been created by 
Oswestry’s own Bulgarian Art Club, based in Willow Street in the town centre. 

The items have been made in the Troyan style, which comes from the town of Troyan 
located at the foothills of the Balkan mountain range about 100 miles from Bulgaria’s 
capital, Sofia. Pottery is one of the oldest crafts in Bulgaria with remnants found dating 
back 3,000 years. 

The Troyan style began to evolve in the 19th century based on Thracian and Slavic 
designs. It is unique due to the red colour of clay from the region and the design. Tradi¬ 
tionally the pottery was painted by the village women, each woman having her signature 
design. 

They applied yellow, brown and green paint with a bulls’ horns and feathers, or smeared 
paint with their fingertips. 

The free exhibition features works by Georgi Kovachev Grishata, Penka and Jani 
Yanush. It is open from 10am to 4pm at Oswestry Visitor and Exhibition Centre. 


Assurance on pub 


VILLAGERS have been reassured that 
their local pub will not close when its cur¬ 
rent licensees leave at the end of the month. 

Alison and Iain Foden, who currently run 
the Cross Guns in Pant, near Oswestry, 
have given notice to Marston’s that they 
will be moving on. 

In the past the pub has been closed fol¬ 
lowing the departure of previous landlords 
and some locals have been concerned that 
the pub might close for a period when the 
couple leave. 

But Marston’s, which is currently offer¬ 
ing the pub on a five-year retail agreement, 
has said there should be someone ready to 
take over at the start of next month. 

A spokesman for the company said: “Ear¬ 
lier in the year the pub was closed while we 


made a substantial investment which has 
greatly enhanced the interior and created 
extra outside space. 

“We are currently in the midst of the 
recruitment process and we feel confident 
we will have a new retailer in place from 
February 1.” The pub was recently listed as 
an asset of community value by Shropshire 
Council in recognition of its value to the 
local community. This followed an applica¬ 
tion by a group of regulars at the pub and 
other residents of Pant. 

Listing as an asset of community value 
gives local people advance warning of any 
planned developments to the pub, especially 
any potential change of use, and gives them 
the option to buy the building before devel¬ 
opers are allowed to step in.

Railway enthusiast finds 
old village station sign

AN old sign from a railway sta¬ 
tion has been found in a garage 
50 years after being taken out of 
use by British Rail. 

Andrew Wardle was clearing out 
his shed when he came across three 
old railway signs including one from 
Gobowen Railway Station, near 
Oswestry. 

The 61-year-old purchased the items 
when he was aged 15 from a British Rail 
clearance sale in either 1969 or 1970 - and 
they will now be put up for auction. 

Mr Wardle, of Consall, near Leek in Staf¬ 
fordshire, said: “I’d virtually forgotten I 
had them. 

“I was a 15-year-old railway enthusiast 
then and spent all my available pocket 
money at the sale which was held in an old 
goods shed behind Stoke station, the site of 
which is now the station’s new car park.” 

Among the hundreds of items for sale, 
ranging from steam engine nameplates and 
number plates to signal arms and parcels 
trolleys, two signs in particular, Sudbury 
and Gobowen, caught Mr Wardle’s eye and 
he purchased them, along with a notice- 
board header sign, for five shillings each. 

He also filled his pockets with cap badges 
and buttons at a pre-decimal cost of around 
a shilling each. 

Both Sudbury’s and Gobowen’s old 
“totem” style station signs were removed 
in approximately 1965/66 and replaced by 
a new style of sign. 

Sudbury station was closed in November 
1966, while Gobowen station remains open 
to this day. 

The totem signs were known at the time

In the past Oswestry Town Council has 
paid out in advance for the cost of staging 
the event at Brogyntyn Park and then re¬ 
claimed the money from gate receipts be¬ 
fore the remainder is given away to local 
organisations. However now the councillors 
have decided not to reclaim those costs. 

Town Clerk David Preston said that the 
event was put on thanks to the volunteers 
from the Treble Niners, a group of retired 
and retained firefighters and their families 
and friends. 

“They provide all the labour and act as 
stewards,” he said. 

“The cost of fireworks has increased in 
the last three years because of health and 
safety and the need for a professional com¬ 
pany to come in a fire the display. 

“Although the display has improved the 
increased costs mean that a smaller profit is 
available each year for distribution.” 

He said from the council would not now 
be claiming back the cost of staging the 
event. 

It means that this year about £4,500 will 
be handed out to charities and good causes. 

A panel comprising of representatives 
from the Treble Niners and the council will 
meet to receive applications for funds and 
make grants. 

The Treble Niners group was set up to 
ensure that people in Oswestry could go 
along to a safe, community bonfire event.

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Library well used 
by the community 

HUNDREDS of people have flocked to 
a Oswestry library for workshops, ad¬ 
vice sessions and talks in the last year. 

During 2015, staff at the library 
led 75 free Bookstart rhyme time and 
story time sessions for 930 babies and 
toddlers, and 20 free Time to Listen 
sessions for 223 adults. 

More than 200 people attended 
themed health events with library 
partners covering topics such as men¬ 
tal health awareness, cancer support, 
healthy heart, hearing impairment 
and pregnancy. 

And 21 young people took on place¬ 
ments at the library in Arthur Street 
for work experience or Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh schemes. 

The library’s computers were well 
used, with an average of 100 people 
using the machines each week for 
CVs and job searches. Staff from the 
Jobcentre led 20 work club sessions 
and there were 90 one-to-one IT help 
sessions run. 

Six new volunteers have been re¬ 
cruited to help lead sessions next year 
due to the demand.

Nest is given a tidy 


VOLUNTEERS have unearthed a va¬ 
riety of odd items after exploring a 
Mid Wales osprey nest at a nature 
reserve. 

Throughout the summer visitors were 
transfixed by the lives of Monty and Gle- 
sni, a breeding pair of ospreys at the Dyfi 
Osprey Project near Machynlleth. 

The pair produced three chicks, Celyn, Merin 
and Brenig, and the family migrated to Africa in 
September.

Staff at the project have taken the oppor¬ 
tunity to visit the nest to check its structural 
integrity and remove any items which could be 
harmful to the birds. 

Project member Emyr Evans said: “Monty 
and Glesni probably carry more than 100kg of 
material to the nest every year and this, espe¬ 
cially when it’s wet, puts a huge load on the 
nest material beneath it. 

“We usually take away around two feet off 


the top layer of nesting material each year.” 
Mr Evans said the team found eight unusual 
things in the nest, including bones possibly 
belonging to a goose, thousands of fish scales, 
and bark, which the ospreys use to keep their 
beaks and talons in good condition. 

They also recovered a length of baler twine, 
which could be fatal to an osprey if it got 
caught up in it, and goose feathers which the 
ospreys had used to line the nest, as well as 
one osprey feather possibly lost by Brenig 
after a scuffle with his sister Merin.

All gone ... The deserted school after the emergency evacuation 


This picture was taken on evacuation day - Tuesday, December 7,1965 


FIFTY years ago the parents of 
children attending St Mary’s Blue- 
coat CofE School in Bridgnorth 
were worried - and with good 
reason. 

Because, according to an architect’s 
report, the state of the Victorian build¬ 
ings were so terrible that even heavy 
snowfall could bring them crashing 
down. 

The conditions in the school in Hospital 
Street had caused it to be described as a 
“slum”. Staff had got up a petition calling it 
“a death trap”, and 551 parents had signed 
a petition demanding measures to rehouse 
the children. 

The head, Mr Douglas Lawrence, said 
that if it were not for “a display of loyalty” 
by himself, he would not send his own boy 
there. 

And he added that he would not blame 
any parent who kept a child away from 
school. 

The tipping point came in December 1965 
with that architect’s report that said that 
the school could collapse, either partially or

totally, under stresses of weather, or even if 
a lorry crashed in to it. 

That report sparked an immediate late- 
night meeting between Mr Lawrence and 
the chairman of the managers, the Rev 
George Abell. 

They decided that there was no alterna¬ 
tive but to evacuate the children at once, 
and Mr Lawrence was up until 3am making 
plans for the move. 

Safety 

“The architects commissioned by the 
managers to inspect the school told us there 
was only a 50-50 chance of safety if the chil¬ 
dren remained at the school, even until the 
end of term,” said Mr Abell. 

“He said that the school might collapse, 
either partially or totally, under the stresses 
brought about by adverse weather or a 
heavy snowfall. 

“The building could even collapse, the 
architect told us, if a lorry skidded into the 


wall. It was clearly a risk we could not af¬ 
ford to take.” 

The emergency evacuation took place on 
Tuesday, December 7, 1965. That afternoon 
parties of schoolboys helped staff to remove 
chairs, books and other essential equipment 
from the school over to emergency class¬ 
rooms. 

The children were strictly forbidden to 
set foot inside the buildings. Instead, the 
masters piled up chairs and carried them 
outside the precincts of the school to where 
the children were waiting. 

Heavy stuff would have to wait for a fur¬ 
niture remover to be called in. 

The 160 children were quickly back in 
class, but in entirely new surroundings at a 
local parish hall and in new school buildings 
on the nearby Grove estate. 

As the blame game started to rumble, 
some fingers were pointed at the press, pre¬ 
sumably for blowing matters up out of all 
proportion. 

But Mr Lawrence was having none of 
that: “Had it not been for your stand we 
should still have been housed in the school,” 
he said. 

“In 30 years of teaching, 15 of those as 


a head, and in three schools, I have never 
seen staff and children working under such 
appalling conditions.” 

He went on to say that nothing would 
have happened had it not been for the sup¬ 
port of a parents’ petition, the local press, 
and the architect’s report. 

For St Mary’s, the evacuation spelt its 
doom. 

The building dated back to 1847 when it 
was erected as a memorial to Thomas Whit¬ 
more of Apley. 

Unless any reader tells us differently, we 
shall assume that December 7, 1965, was 
the day it closed forever. 

Demolition 

A few years later the friendly bulldozers 
moved onto the site. Demolition work on 
the premises in Low Town took place in 
June 1970. 

But the troubles were not over for the 
site, as even as the work was under way 
there was a controversy over what it should 
be used for. 

Councils wanted the land for a car park, 
while business people wanted the land for a 
supermarket.

Nostalgia 


The trees were prominent in this postcard, which 
probably dates from Edwardian times 


All down - the scene at the start of September 1966 

ON an ordinary day in the mid-1960s, the 
village of Six Ashes near Bridgnorth be¬ 
came No Ashes. 

The six ash trees which had been such a fea¬ 
ture, at the heart of the village for so long, were 
chopped down, and the fallen trunks were left 
lying forlorn close to the Six Ashes pub. 

It happened without any protest or fuss, and was 
done by Salop County Council workmen. 

It was probably was carried out around the end of 
August, 1966 - our picture of the aftermath was car¬ 
ried in the Bridgnorth Journal of Friday, September 
2, that year. 

Remember 

The reason? It was to widen the road amid con¬ 
cerns about the traffic in the village. Locals in the pub 
couldn’t remember there ever being an accident near 
the trees. 

As for the trees themselves, did the hamlet take its 
name from them? They had been a feature for gen¬ 
erations and after being felled one local counted the 
rings on one of the trunks and concluded it was 114 
years old. 

It seems there had been no folklore or anecdotes 
connected with the trees, which may explain the rela¬ 
tive lack of any protests, which is not to say the villag¬ 
ers were happy. 

“A bit of country life has been spoilt,” said Bill 
Haynes, aged 78, and said to be the oldest resident in 
the village. 

Concerned 

And Sir Edward Thompson, of Gatacre Park, said: “I 
did not want to see the landscape spoilt. I tried to save 
the trees, but I was also concerned about the village. 

“The road will certainly become more dangerous, 
though now there will be a footpath.” 

Because of his concern. Sir Edward had offered the 
council land for a diversion round the village free of 
charge. But the widening went ahead instead. 

As it happens, while Six Ashes had lost its trees, just 
down the road is Four Ashes. 

Has that still got its trees - and if it hasn’t, when did 
they disappear?

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Waking up 
to a better 
morning 
routine... 

MANY of us find getting out of bed tough¬ 
er during winter. Abi Jackson rounds up 
seven simple solutions for taking the 
edge off those gloomy starts: 

When sun’s streaming in through the window, birds 
merrily tweeting in the trees, leaping out of bed in 
the morning is easy. But come winter, when it’s dark, 
gloomy - and probably blowing a gale and drizzly too 
- it’s little wonder many of us find getting up more 
difficult. 

In fact, more than half of us (59 per cent) admit 
getting up during winter is a ‘struggle’, according to 
research by Twinings English Breakfast tea, with Mon¬ 
day mornings the hardest (well, obviously!). 

On average, we hit the 
snooze button once, giving 
ourselves an extra 9.36 min¬ 
utes in bed (however, 2 per 
cent confess to snoozing for 
more than 45 minutes each 
day!), and 18-24-year-olds 
grapple most with mornings, 
with 51 per cent struggling 
to get up, compared to 17 per 
cent of over-55s. Women also 
fare slightly worse than men, 
blaming the cold weather and 
darkness for making getting 
up a chore. 

We might not be a nation of winter morning people, 
but it seems, on the whole, we’re a resourceful bunch 
too, with many agreeing they use ‘morning motivation’ 
tools to help make the transition from bed to up a lit¬ 
tle easier. Perhaps unsurprisingly for us Brits, a ‘nice 
hot cup of tea’ was the most popular tactic for starting 
the day, while at the other end of the scale, a mere 7 
per cent enticed themselves out of bed with a workout 
session. 

“The way you start your day can make a big differ¬ 
ence to the way you feel all day,” says psychotherapist 
Robert Stewart, who analysed the Twinings research. 
“So ensure you start it right, make sure you add a 
touch of adventure to your normal routine. Even 
things which may seem like an insignificant change 
can make a big difference.” 

So what little changes could you make? 

1. Sort out your sleep 

If you want getting up to feel easier, a good night’s 
sleep is essential. Many of us are guilty of not prioritis¬ 
ing good sleep, or keeping up bad habits that we know 
aren’t helping - like using our 
smartphones/iPads before 
bed. If you struggle to get up 
because you’re not getting 
enough sleep, are there things 
you can do to address that? 

2. Breakfast like a king 
“Where we have less expo¬ 
sure to the sun, we lack vi¬ 
tamin D and this affects the 
production of serotonin, one 
of our happy hormones. A 
good breakfast, rich in pro¬ 
tein, carbohydrates and vita¬ 
mins, will give your body and 
brain a good boost,” says Stewart. 

3. Start with a mindful activity 

Mindfulness meditation is growing in popularity all 
the time, helping us manage stress, depression, anxiety 
and find greater focus. If you don’t fancy sitting still to 
meditate, find other ways to connect with the moment 
and start the day with a sense of clarity and calm. 4. 
Light up 

Winter’s lack of daylight affects most of us to some 
degree, but for some people, the extra darkness is a real 
problem. If this is you, could investing in an illuminat¬ 
ing alarm clock - which gradually lights up the room, 
mimicking a summer’s morning - help? 

5. All in the prep 

If mornings are usually a lot of flap and chaos, how 
about spending a few minutes the night before getting 
organised: get your outfit ready, pack your bag? 

6. Make showering a joy 

Yes, washing fulfils a function. But they say happi¬ 
ness is all about the little things, and your morning 
shower is an easy way to turn an everyday task into a 
real pleasure. Why not invest in a shower gel you love, 
with a scent that perks up the senses and leaves your 
skin feeling gorgeous? 

7. Transform your commute 

Dread your commute? There’s no magic wand that’s 
going to transform those things, but we can transform 
our attitudes, and how we use this time. If you com¬ 
mute by train, it’s the perfect time to lose yourself in 
a good book. Drive or walk - how about listening to 
music or a podcast? Retrain your brain to see this part 
of the day as a meaningful and rewarding window. 




Keep the temperatures

Keeping your home warm and cosy during the winter months does not have to cost a fortune 



Letting sunlight into your home during daylight hours will create warmth

KEEP the heat in and the cold 
out this winter with a few simple 
measures that won’t break the 
bank. 

Follows these five tips for a warmer 
home: 

1. A quarter of the heat in an uninsulated 
house is lost through the roof, according to 
the Energy Saving Trust, so insulating the 
loft is a great way to retain heat and save 
money. 

Even if your loft has insulation, it may 
not be thick enough - the recommended 
depth for mineral wool is 27cm, but other 
types of insulation may be different. You 
should lay the insulation between the joists 
and then across them at a 90-degree angle 
to create two layers, although rigid insula¬ 
tion boards are useful if you want to board 
over the loft for storage. 

2. Open chimney breasts can be very 
draughty, so if you have an unused fire¬ 
place, get the chimney capped on the roof 
(by a roofer) and fit a chimney balloon from 
below. 

This inflates inside the chimney to keep 
warm air in the room and block cold air 
coming down the chimney, but of course, 
the fireplace can’t be used with it in place. 

3. Letting in sunlight during the day 
makes rooms warmer, especially if they’re 
south facing. The best way to retain that 
heat is to close the curtains or blinds when 
it starts to get dark. If you’re at work at 
that time, this isn’t possible, but clever 
technology can do it for you. 

For example, the Ultra range of powered 
blinds from Appeal Home Shading (www. 
appealshading.com) can be programmed 
according to the time, temperature or light. 
If you want the blinds to close at dusk or 
when the temperature falls below a cer¬ 
tain level, you can set them to, so the room 
stays warmer than it otherwise would - now 
that’s technology at its best. 


4. If you prefer curtains, make sure 
they’re thermal ones or have a thick lining 
- this is one of the best ways to minimise 
heat loss through windows and patio doors. 

For extra insulation at this time of year, 
fit a curtain pole above your home’s front 
and back doors and hang a thick curtain 
across it, especially if the doors are partially 
or fully glazed. 

5. To keep your home’s boiler working ef¬ 
ficiently, make sure it’s serviced annually. 
Research by boiler manufacturer Worcester, 
Bosch Group (see www.worcester-bosch. 
co.uk for installers), found that less than 
half of the homeowners questioned had re¬ 
membered to do this, while one in five had 
never had their boiler serviced. 

“Even new boilers need to be checked 
each year,” says Worcester’s Martyn 
Bridges. “This is even more important the 


older the boiler gets. A boiler is one of the 
most relied on appliances in the home, but 
is largely forgotten about until it actually 
stops working.” 

A boiler service, which should include 
checking the effectiveness of the flue and 
that the boiler is safe, among other things, 
must be carried out by a Gas Safe Register 
engineer (www.gassaferegister.co.uk), or 
OFTEC registered (www.oftec.org.uk/con- 
sumers/consumers) for oil-fired boilers.

Preparing for a sale in winter 



During the winter, the housing market is 
renowned for being slower, with many people 
holding off on selling their property until the 
spring.

The NAEA’s top tips for those looking to sell 
their property during winter are as follows: 

First impressions count: 

The first seconds upon arriving at a property 
really impact the buyer’s decisions, so clear 
your front entrance of any winter weather 
damage. 

Winter can make the front garden and paths 
look dull and dirty, so ensuring these are 
clean and clear of leaves will improve the 
attractiveness of the property. 

Bright and beautiful: 

Ensure your home is well lit, this means simply 
checking all the bulbs are working prior to a 
viewing and switching them on, including any 


outdoor lighting. 

You’ll know which lighting looks best in your 
home so work with this, especially when 
viewings run into the evening. 

During the day you can make the most of 
natural light by ensuring all blinds and curtains 
are fully open and clutter is moved out of the 
way. 

Warm and friendly: 

It’s important to make your house feel warm 
and homely; it will encourage potential 
buyers to stay longer and to be able to vision 
themselves living at home. 

Smell is also important and each home smells 


different, so in order to not risk putting buyers 
off, freshen up your home. 

Open the windows prior to the viewing to let 
some fresh air circulate - unless it’s freezing 
- and display some freshly cut flowers... the 
old cliche of fresh bread or roasting coffee 
really does work as well. It is also advisable to 
accentuate any features that are particularly 
important in the winter such as a fireplace, 
which can be a real selling point of a home. 

In the Garden: 

A messy garden can signal the need for too 
much work and thus detract buyers; the winter 
weather can also tire garden furniture, which 


looks quite unsightly. 

If possible, clear patio furniture away, if not, 
ensure they are securely covered. It is also 
advisable to trim back overhanging branches, 
particularly those blocking the windows in 
order to encourage as much light into the 
property as possible. 

Be flexible: 

With less daylight hours available for potential 
buyers to view your house, you should be as 
available as possible, for prospective buyers 
to view it when it’s convenient for them. Your 
estate agent should help you work around 
these tricky daylight hours. 

Tackle any winter damage: 

Make sure any problems with the property 
that are more prominent in the winter - such 
as damp or a faulty boiler - are fixed prior to 
putting the house on the market. 

Increased rainfall over the winter does take its 
toll on guttering, so check the gutters and drain 
covers are properly cleared of dead leaves and 
other debris, as leaky gutters and down pipes 
cause damage and are unsightly. 

Flying off for the winter: 

If you are going away for any period over the 
winter, the heating should be left on at a low 
temperature (minimum of 15°c), in order to 
prevent the pipes from freezing. If you are away 
for a long period and don’t want to keep the 
heating on 24/7, make sure it is on a timer. 
Longer spells at a lower temperature can be 
more economical than shorter blasts at higher 
temperatures. This will ensure that there are 
no problems upon your return to be dealt with 
before showing to prospective buyers.

War poet’s letters to 
mother on display 


A FASCINATING insight into the 
mind of Shropshire poet Wilfred 
Owen as he saw the horrors of 
war unfold a century ago has 
been put on display in the town 
in which he was born. 

In the letters written to his 
mother Susan, Wilfred, born at 
Plas Wilmot in Oswestry, tells of 
the inhumane suffering of his men 
and describes scenes that go on to 
appear in his poems. 

And in happier times before his life on the 
front line he writes excitedly about looking 
forward to training at the Oswestry camp 
which was apparently well known as “a mis¬ 
erable camp”. 

The display is being held at Oswestry 
Visitor and Exhibition Centre, an historic 
building tucked away in the grounds of St 
Oswald’s Parish Church in the town centre. 

Sue Miller, exhibitions co-ordinator said 
it had excited a lot of interest. 

“People have been very moved reading 
the letters,” she said. 

Mr Owen served in the First World War 
and was killed on the front line just days 
before peace was declared. 

He wrote to his mother daily when he 
could and pulled no punches about what he 
saw, beginning his letters, “My own sweet 
mother”. 

In one letter written in January 1917 he 
said: “I have suffered seventh hell. 

“I have not been at the front. 

“I have been in front of it. 

“I held an advanced post, that is, a dug- 
out in the middle of No Man’s Land.” 

In another he said: “I can endure cold and 
fatigue and the face-to-face death as well as 
another but not the universal pervasiveness 
of ugliness everything unnatural, bro¬ 
ken... unburiable bodies sit outside the dug 
outs all day.” 

In one letter he describes the blinding of 
a sentry that he went on to write about in 
his Poem, The Sentry. 

However when he began his war Owen

was in a more upbeat mood and in one let¬ 
ter talked of being posted to Oswestry. 

On September 16 he wrote: “This is a 
good war today: I just heard that we go to 
the Oswestry camp next week, Thursday I 
think, for a while. 

“It has a reputation for being a wretched 
camp and all the officers are in a bad way 
about it. 

“But I wink at the ceiling. 

“Was just opening your letter when the 
name of Oswestry fell on my ears!” 

The display is upstairs in the Oswestry 
Visitor and Exhibition Centre. 

The letters on display give an insight into 
how Owen felt about conflict. 

He went on to become one of the leading 
poets of the First World War. 

His shocking, realistic war poetry on the 
horrors of trenches and gas warfare was 
heavily influenced by his friend and mentor 
Siegfried Sassoon, and stood in stark con¬ 
trast both to the public perception of war 
at the time and to the confidently patriotic 
verse written by earlier war poets such as 
Rupert Brooke. 

Among his best-known works - most of 
which were published posthumously - are 
“Dulce et Decorum est”, “Insensibility”, 
“Anthem for Doomed Youth”, “Futility” and 
“Strange Meeting”. 

On October 21, 1915, he enlisted in the 
Artists’ Rifles Officers’ Training Corps. On 
June 4 1916 he was commissioned as a sec¬ 
ond lieutenant (on probation) in the Man¬ 
chester Regiment. He was injured during 
his war service and sent to Craiglockhart 
War Hospital in Edinburgh for treatment. 
It was while recuperating at Craiglockhart 
that he met fellow poet Siegfried Sassoon, 
an encounter that was to transform Owen’s 
life. 

He returned to war and was killed in ac¬ 
tion on November 4 1918 during the cross¬ 
ing of the Sambre-Oise Canal, exactly one 
week before the signing of the Armistice. 
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Letters from Wilfred Owen have gone on display at Oswestry 


TRAIN YOUR DOG with Greg Burgess 


IN a regular Chronicle feature, dog expert 
Greg Burgess is giving hints on good ani¬ 
mal care. This week he looks at selecting 
the right dog. 

Selecting the right dog is essential if you are to 
have a pet or working dog that fits into both your 
lifestyle and your home. It is not only the breed 
of dog that you need to consider but also the age 
and even its existing level of training or obedience. 
Thousands of dogs are either rehomed or end up in 
shelters every year. A little more forethought be¬ 
fore buying a dog could prevent a large number of 
these cases. 

The first question to ask is if you can commit to car¬ 
ing for a dog long term. The average lifespan of a dog is 
between 10 and 13 years. If you can commit to feeding, 
training, exercising and caring for a dog for this period 
only then should you consider which breed you would like. 

With the Kennel Club recognising over 200 different 
breeds and with the proliferation of designer breeds, set¬ 



tling on a breed can be quite a challenge. Although a dog’s 
appearance is important greater consideration should be 
given to its size, temperament, exercise requirements, 
trainability and whether you intend on working the dog. 

If you prefer to spend your evenings watching television 
rather than going for long country walks then having a 
more high energy breed such as a spaniel, collie or some 


of the terrier breeds may not be the right choice for you. 
It is also important to have easy access to areas where you 
can exercise your dog. More active breeds benefit from 
being exercised off the lead so making sure you can easily 
access a park, field or beach etc. is vital in ensuring that 
your dog gets the exercise they need. If you are looking for 
a puppy be sure to research what the breed looks like as it 
gets older. This can be difficult with cross-breeds as char¬ 
acteristics from either parent may prove to be more prom¬ 
inent when fully grown. All puppies are cute but some can 
change dramatically as they get older so understanding 
what they will be like as an adult dog is essential. 

Puppies also require a great deal of time and attention. 
So if cleaning up little accidents and having your favour¬ 
ite slippers chewed doesn’t sound like fun then consider 
an older dog or a part or fully trained dog. 

Once you have your dog committing to regular training 
will ensure that you get the best out of your new com¬ 
panion. Starting off the right way will enable your dog to 
learn the right behaviours from day one.

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Focus fits the colour bill

The new Ford Focus Zetec S 
Black or Red Edition is a daz¬ 
zling newcomer with a choice 
of colour and styling - but why 
hasn’t Ford gone further down 
the personalisation road? 

Many manufacturers have spotted 
the current trend with buyers keen to 
add as many personal tastes, particu¬ 
larly colours, but Ford has decided to 
restrict choice to either black or red. 

The results are great with a choice of 
striking two-tone paint schemes and a styl¬ 
ing kit with sports bumpers, side skirts and 
rear spoiler, as well as 17-inch or 18-inch 
alloy wheels. But should they have offered 
a wider choice of colours, only time will tell. 

Painted either Race Red with black roof 
or Panther Black with red roof, both models 
feature contrasting colours for the mirrors, 
and the Black Edition tested also features 
contrasting front bumper detail and grille 
surround. 

Red painted brake callipers are also a 
winning feature for me. 

It’s the same inside too where the con¬ 
trasting theme continues with a black paint¬ 
ed centre stack; black leather sports steer¬ 
ing wheel and gear lever gaiter with red 
stitching; black leather handbrake lever and 
gaiter with red stitching; black floor mats 
with red stitching; and charcoal black sport 
seats with contrasting red stitching. 


Of course the new Focus models are 
following closely on the heels of the Fiesta 
Zetec Red and Back Editions which have 
proved popular enough for Ford bosses who 
clearly think limiting choice to the two offer¬ 
ings is enough. 

And unlike the Fiesta where power units 
are restricted to 1.0 litre the Focus comes 
with a choice of 1.0,1.5 and 2.0 litre engines. 

The 1.5 Ecoboost S Black Edition on test 
certainly looked the part standing on 17” 
alloys and with the upper and lower front 
grilles in attractive black honeycomb design 
power and there was performance to match. 

Through a responsive six speed manu¬ 
al gearbox the 182PS unit produces a top 
speed of 138mph and there’s 0-62mph in 
just 8.6 seconds. 

Leader 

Fuel figures are also surprisingly good 
with combined totals of 51.4pg and as much 
as 61.4mpg on the extra urban cycle. 

Focus has always been a class leader 
when it comes to handling and this model 
is an equal to anything out there with sports 
suspension, electronic stability programme, 
traction control and emergency assist all 
combining to ensure you can stay on the 
road. 

There’s plenty of steering and seat adjust¬ 
ment to ensure a comfortable driving posi¬ 
tion but some of the opposition out there 
boast better leg room for rear seat passen¬ 
gers. 

Boot space is fine with just enough room 
for the golf clubs. 

Sports brake pedals and red stitching

on the sports-styled seats, handbrake 
and steering wheel add to the attraction 
and the fascia is typically Ford with an 8” 
touchscreen control centre and DAB audio 
system. 

You get privacy glass and power folding 
door mirrors, halogen headlamps and LED 
day running lights and I’m a huge fan of 
Ford’s quick-clear heated front screens, 
why aren’t they standard on every car? 

On the safety side Ford is leaving noth¬ 


ing to chance with all-round airbags, key¬ 
less start, hill-start assist and Thatcham 
category 1 alarm. 

Ford has been carefully pricing its fleet 
in recent years ad this model is very com¬ 
petitive at £22,520, though sat nav and 
parking sensors pushed the price of the 
test car up to £22,995. 

There’s a growing market out there for 
the colour co-ordinated and this Focus fits 
the bill. Expect to see plenty on our roads.

THE New Saints central defend¬ 
er Jordan Wells has switched to 
Welsh Premier rivals Newtown on 
loan for the rest of the season. 

Wells, who has yet to make 
a league appearance for TNS, 
spent time on loan at Car¬ 
marthen Town last season, 
making four appearances and 
scoring once. 

The 19-year-old, who is the 
younger brother of former Rob¬ 
ins’ defender Ashley Wells who 
retired from the game last sea¬ 
son, has also spent time on-loan 
with Conwy Borough this sea¬ 
son. 

“We are delighted to bring in 
a signing such as Jordan, who 
has already had experience in 
the Welsh Premier League,” 
said Newtown manager Chris 
Hughes. 

“He has been impressing the 
coaches at TNS and has been on 
the fringes of the first team, so 
we are pleased he can come in 
and add something to our squad. 

“Injuries have been a prob¬ 
lem for us all season, so to have 
Jordan coming in to battle for a 
place will only help the squad.” 

Wells made his debut for the 
Robins in their 3-0 defeat at 
Bangor City that left their hopes 
of sealing a top six place hanging 
in the balance. 

It was their second defeat at 
the hands of the Citizens this 
season, having been well beaten 
by the same scoreline at home a 
few months back.

GM. They shared the trophy for best performance by 
a Shropshire player.
